Accident Stops Train.,

saw the huddled forme of Huie and 
Miss Bixbie. : 

In the dim light of train lanterns the 
crew picked their way to tife dry creek 
bed.

Miss Bixbie was 
severely, but not necessarily fatally, 
hurt. An ambulance was called from 
the Empire Cotton Oi] company office, 
and the couple rushed to the Atlanta 
hospital, where Dr. Frank ©. Pskridge 
was hurriedly summoned. Dr. Eskridge 
declared, aften an examination, that 
Huie had sustained a fractured skull. 
The physician also stated that he did not 
as yet know the extent of Miss Bixblie’s 
injuries, hinting that the young lady 
may have suffered internal hurt. 

Inquiry at the residence where Miss 
Bixbie lives, at 389 Spring street, 
brought ‘out the information late last 
night that the ‘injured girl had not 
lived long at that address.

Ceuntry Thickly Settied.

The ap- 
pearance of the rebels, however, was so 
sudden that the retreat became almost 
a rout. The federals, like the rebels, 
were mounted, and the encounter be- 
came a sort of a steeplechase, with 
the pursuers smothered in the dust 
kicked up by their mounts, firing 
blindly from the saddle, not in the 
least impeded by the scattered bullets 
which the federals sometimes turned 
to fire. 
Fight Continues at Gallep. 

The fight continued at a gallop right 
into the street of this little city and 
here it was that most of the federal 
losses occurred. The bodies of 108 were 
picked up by Villa’s men. The fed- 
erals are believed to have carried off 
those who were wounded in this city, 
as only three were found. The rebel 
loss was virtually nothing. 

On the heels of the cavalry came 
other troops, and General Benavides 
with a superior force- was sent by rail 
against Tlahualilo, a town northeast 
of Bermejillo. 

At a great irrigation ditch shortly 
after leaving Berrejillo, Benavides 
came upon a federal force which he 
estimated to number 400. An hour’s 
engagement ensued as a result of which 
the rebel commander reported to Gen- 
eral Villa the rout of the enemy, leav- 
ing ninety dead on the field. His own 
loss, he reported as three killed and 
seven wounded. 

This force of government troops 
seems to have been far in advance 
of support, and the town of Tlahualilo 
was garrisoned by a rebel squad with- 
out resistance. 

Occupied Without Fight. 

Meanwhile General Herrera occupied 
Santa Clara and sent a force to bridge 
the ditch where Benavides had van- 
quished opposition. Another force of 
rebels under General Urbina in the 
midst of these exciting events, had been 
moving on Mapimi, one of the most 
important cities in the Torreon dis-

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ETECTIVE BURNS 
GOES TO NEW YORK 
T0 HUNT EVIDENCE 


‘Leonard Haas Left for 


Gotham on Sunday Morn- 
ing and Sleuth Will Leave 
This Morning. 


Detective William J. Burns and 
Leonard Haas are going to New York 
to investigate the same phase of the 
Frank case which Attorneys .Luther 
Z. Rosser and Herbert J. Haas probed 
several wecks ago during their jour- 
nev to the metropolis. 

This was the information which pre- 
vailed in various offices of the defense 
Sunday. Weonard Haas left Atlanta for 
Gotham Sunday morning. Burns re- 
mained, however, until this morning, 
when he departs at 11:01 o’clock on the 
New York-Atlanta special. 

The particular angle of the Frank 
case, which exists in New York, has 
been shrouded in secrecy. Detective 
Burns himself declared to reporters 
that it will be one of the most impor- 
tant of his entire investigation. His 
proposed probe of it is expected to last 
three days or more. 

Does Osborn Figure?t 

It has been rumored—while neither 
verified nor denied—that the New 
York end of the investigation is a bit 
of reported evidence against tactics of 
the prosecution of Leo Frank. The 
handwriting expert, W. M. Osborn, of 
New York, is said to be a principal in 
the affair. 

On the other hand, it is Hkely that 
Burns and Haas go to New York to 
examine Nina Formby and H. F. Beck- 
er, the two witnesses who have fur- 
nished newly-discovered evidence for 
the convicted superintendent's defense. 
That Burns is probing the rumors of 
a police “frame-up” is obvious from 
his investigations in Atlanta during 
the past week. 

The Formby woman is the strongest 
accuser of police tactics. She swears 
in a sensational affidavit that Detect- 
ives W. A. Chewning and J. H. Nor- 
ris coerced her, under threat of depri- 
vation of police protection, to swear 
to a false story against Frank. Chew- 
ning and Norris have also. been ac- 


cused by other witnesses. 

Rosser and Herbert Haas have never 
revealed the cause of their trip to 
New York, although it was generally 
known that .they went to investigate 
certain: phases of the case that had a 
New York source. Each of these men 
have held frequent conferences with 
Burns since their return from New 
York. 

Expect Important Evidence. 

It is said that the evidence Burns 
expects to secure on his New York 
trip will be undoubtedly the strong- 
est arguments in the application for 
a new trial to be submitted before 
Judge Ben Hill by Frank’s counsel. 
Immediately upon finishing his work 
in Manhattan, Burns will return to 
Atlanta to resume his local inquiry. 

Burns spent most of Sunday work- 
ing in co-operation with C. W. Burke, 
a detective attached to the offices of 
Luther Z. Rosser. The two traveled 
over the city in Burke’s automobile. 
When seen ‘at the Georgian Terrace 
late Sunday afternoon by a Constitu- 
tion reporter, Burns and Burke were 
leaving the hotel in the machine. 

“Give my regards to Bill Smith,” 
said the detective laughingly. 

“And, by the way, Mr. Burns,” the 
reporter replied, ‘do you care to make 
an answer to Mr. Smith's card?’ 

“No,” he answered. “Smith is right.

DORR DIES THIS WEEK 
IN THE ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Boston, March 22.—His appeal for 
executive clemency having failed, Wil- 
liam A. Dorr, of Stockton, Cal., tonight 
awaited at Charlestown state prison 
the fulfillment of a sentence of death. 
He may be electrocuted any night this 
week. In accordance with the law, 
providing for secrecy, the date has not 
been announced. 


11, 1912, of George E. Marsh, a wealthy 
retired soap manufacturer, of Lynn. 
Marsh was trustee of a fund of $100,- 
000 for Miss Orpha Marsh, of Stock- 
ton, an aunt of Dorr, who lived at her 
home. It was the contention of the 
government that the motive for killing 
Marsh lay in Dorr’s knowledge that 
this fund would go to his aunt on the 
death of its custodian, and ‘that eventu- 
ally it would revert to him. 

Dorr came east early in April, 1912. 
A diary, introduced at the trial, pur- 
porting to have ‘been Kept by him, 
described in detail how he had trailed 
the aged millionaire day by day. In 
it references were made to “doing 
ithe job,” and to the satisfaction of the 
writer that it was “all over.” The last 
entry was dated the day of the murder. 

Dorr fled after the killing and was 
captured a week later at Stockton.

Director Holmes Says Ameri- 
cans Failed to Recognize 
Importance of Radium. 


Washington, March 22.——How the 
American people failed to recognize 
the importance of radium as a cancer 
cure until European countries had ob- 
tained virtually all of the present 
available supply, is graphically told in 
the annual report of Joseph A. Holmés, 
director of the federal bureau of mines, 
made public tonight. The report tells 
in detail of the bureau’s unsuccessful 
efforts to obtain a quantity of radium 
sufficient to supply the twenty or more 
hospitals of the public health service 
and “serve, in part, to meet the needs 
of the various cancer hospitals of the 
country.” ‘ 

Director Holmes estimates that “in 
the United States 75,000 persons die 
each year from cancer.” Explaining 
that radium is considered the most 
promising cure for certain types of can- 
cer, the director says the most serious 
barrier to progress in demonstrating 
this ig the scarcity of radium. The re- 
port attracted unusual interest, as con- 
gress is preparing to enact legislation 
to develop and conserve the country’s 
radium resources. 

Little Radium Available. 

“There probably is not more than 
thirty grams of radium now available 
for use in such treatment in all coun- 
tries,” the report says. “Of this amount 
here probably is not more than two 
Zrams of radium bromide in the United 
States, in the hands of a few surgeons. 
Probably fifteen grams of radium bro- 
mide was produced during 1912, and of 
this fifteen grams nearly 11.5 grams 
were extracted in various Puropean 
countries from ores shipped to them 
from the United States, mainly from 
Colorado and Utah. 

“During 1913 there was a total pro- 
duction of 2,140 tons of radium-bearing 
ores in the United States, of which 
about 45 per cent of the ores and a 
little more than 50 per cent of the ra- 
dium content were shipped abroad. 
Since a new plant is being erected at 
Liverpool by an English corporation 
controlling sixty claims in Colorado and 
Utah, and because of larger purchases 
of ores by other foreign corporations, 
the exports of radium promise to be 
much larger in 1914. 

“Meanwhile American hospitals are 
Vainly endeavoring to purchase and 
bring back to the United States for 
their own use some small part of this 
radium, even at such prices as $120,000 
to $160,000 per gram, or $500,000 to 
$800,000 for the five grams of radium 
that a large hospital should have or 
have access to for special cases. 

Treatment of Radium Ores. 

“No detailed information concerning 
the methods of treating these radium 
bearing ores being obtainable, the bu- 
reau of mines has endeavored to de- 
velop a process of its own, which, if 
successful, will be made public for 
gzeneral use. Progress in this work has 
been slow. It is believed that with 
large facilities made available the bu- 
reau can exiract from ores already be- 
longing to the government a quantity 
of radium that, placed at the disposal 
of the public health service at its vari- 
ous hospitals, will in part serve to 
meet the

Trade Is Able to Figure Fairly 
Accurately Supply Avail- | 
able for Mills. : 


New Orleans, La., March 22.—The cot- ' 
ton market this week will get down to 
All of the reports con- 


cerning growth this season are out of | 
the way and the trade is able to fig- | 
ure out fairly accurately the supply 
available for the mills of the world to’ 
work on. The question of ‘onsumption | 
will still be in dispute, but aside from 
this, there will be a general tendency 
to take increasing interest in the new 


crop outlook. 

While it is yet too early for weather 
markets, more or less influence will 
come from the weather over Texas. 
Delay already has been reported in get- 
ting the crop out of the ground in the 
southern counties of that state because 
of too low temperatures and it even 
has been reported that some youn 
cotton has been killed by the cold. 
Continued low temperatures will have a 
stimulating effect on the market while 
warmer weather would cncourage the 
bear side. The advantage would appear 
to be with the long side for the first 
day or two of the week because of the 
cold weather at the end of last week, 
which probably. will result in bullish 
crop accounts. 

The spot demand and end of March 
export shipments will be features of in- 
terest this week. Bulls expect both 
to favor them. Exports thus far this 
season of American cotton total 7,400,- 
277 bales, against 6,990,159 a year ago, 
and 8,677,333 two years ago. This 
means that exports are on the basis of 
9,000,000 bales for the season. Two 
years ago the movement amounted to 
10,500,000 bales. Students of the mar- 
ket say that no such movement is pos- 
sible this season if American mills are 
going to take the 6,000,000 bales their 
present consumption rate points to. 
Bears are of the opinion that following 
the filling of March shipments both the 
spot demand and the export movement 
will fall off. They consider that April 
will be the dull month it usually is in 
the spot department. 
Liquidation of the March position In 
the future market may be attended by 
more or less excitement.

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CONSTRUCTIVE CAUTION. 

The Constitution publishes elsewhere to- 
day, from its Washington correspondent, a 
clear-cut and candid analysis of the status in 
the national capital as regards legislation 
directed against so-called “interlocking di- 
rectorates” as well as other features of trust 
legislation. 

The obvious deduction from the dispatch 
is that all parties in congress, and particu- 
larly the democrats who will be charged 
with responsibility, are disturbed over the 
possibility that aimed in good 
faith at the undoubtedly undesirable fea- 
tures of the interlocking directorate may hit 
also the principle of the interlocking direc- 
torate as it applies to legitimate business in 
every state and territory. 

Leaders are asking: we 
separate the sheep from the goats? How 
curb the abuses shown by the Pujo probe to 
exist in New York without threatening the 
vitals of business the coun- 
try?"

One man may be director for a railroad 
and also for a bank, and the two institutions 
might, conceivably, sustain financial or busi- 
ness relations.

And that is not to 
mention the contingency that the known 
zood now accomplished by the Sherman law 
might be wholly nullified by confusing, con- 
flicting and vague additions. 

The suggestion that leaders are debating 
the wisdom of postponing action on the in- 
terlocking directorate situation may, after 
all, show the way out of a delicate crisis. 
The country has been treated to two capital 
legislative operations, those on the tariff 
and the currency system. It has as yet had 
no adequate opportunity to recover from the 
effect of either.

Threat-Laden Issue of 
Interlocking Directorates 
Makes Congress Cautious 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 22.—(Special.)—Both 
branches and all political parties in congress 
are more perturbed over the anti-trust and 
interlocking directorate legislation now 
pending than over the Mexican situation or, 
indeed, any single issue of national impor- 
tance that has developed since the inaugu- 
ration of Wilson. All tendency to treat or 
approach the subject lightly or with impulse 
has given way to the sober realization that 
under any conditions and with the most 
cautious intention it is laden with possible 
threat to the business of the country. From 
President Wilson on down the injunction is 
“Go slow.” So chary are the democrats of 
treading on the toes of the public or busi- 
ness sentiment of the country, that it would 
not be really surprising if tinkering with 
the question went over until next fall, the 
party standing pat before the voters on the 
new tariff and currency laws and the good 
roads bill, which seems sure of enactment. 

The Sheep and Goats. 

The delicate problem confronting 
gress is just this: 

“How are we going to frame a law. that 
will reach the undoubted menace of the jn- 
terlocking directorate in high places and 
when it is perverted, without at the same 
time threatening legitimate use of the in- 
terlocking directorate system upon which 
constructive business in many parts of the 
nation is built?’ 

There is no doubt, of course, that the 
Pujo probe demonstrated that when inter- 
locking directorates are carried to an ex- 
treme, and among the high financiers of 
New York, it produces conditions that are 
vicious and undesirable. These it is 
desire of congress to curb. 

Honest Business. 

But if indiscriminate legislation against 
the interlocking directorate is enacted, what 
becomes of legitimate business throughout 
the country outside of New York? 

Every American state contains scores or 
hundreds of industrial and corporate or 
commercial enterprises, the boards of direc- 
tors of which are composed of men who are 
also on the directorates of other corpora- 
tions that, theoretically, might have business 
dealings with them. In other «words, the 
same man may bé a director in a bank and 
a@ director in a railroad which might, con- 
ceivably, be a customer of that bank. 

This sort of thing is common and it is 
easily understood. It takes brains to direct 
big enterprises. There is not a surplus of 
that variety of brains in this country. In 
innumerable communities, the same men 
may serve on the directorates of several 
corporations from sheer necessity, since the 
country simply does not produce  high- 
calibered brains or wealth in sufficient 
quantities to furnish directors for all con- 
cerns without, at many points, overlapping. 

What Might Happen. 

These men serve on joint or 
directorates for no. sinister 
Plunder, to stifle competition or 
bottle initiative and enterprise. 

As a simple matter of community service, 
they serve to represent substantial interest 
of stockholders, small investors, widows, 
etc., as well as legitimate business interests. 

If the straight technical line was drawn 
and the interlocking directorate was either 
abolished, or its maintenance made obscure 
and devious, what would happen? 

The effect would be to drive from valu- 
able public service, to disfranchise them 
from the rights and privileges of the average 
citizens, thousands of the highest type of 
business men in the country. Chambers of

Will It Stand Pat? 

The amended interlocking directorate bill 
is vastly milder than its stern predecessor. 
But it still is full of ambiguities and, some 
members think, danger. It leaves too much 
up in the air, and too much to the broad 
discretion of the courts. Chairman Henry D. 
Clayton, of the house judiclary committee, 
has told your representative that it is the 
desire of the committee to exempt legiti- 
mate business from the drastic operation of 
the law. But he, as well as others, is un- 
certain as to how this is to be accomplished 
in a constitutional manner. 

All these perplexing considerations have 
given rise to distinct sentiment in some 
quarters, that it is best to leave this dan- 
gerous field alone for the present. Adoption 
of this course would enable the party to go 
before the country with a splendidly con- 
structive and attack-proof program of the 
currency and tariff and good roads laws. 

If, in the future, it should be deemed 
advisable to enact legislation clarifying the 
corporation situation, steps could then be 
taken at a time when the country has had 
opportunity to recover from previous funda- 
mental legislation. 

Whether this is the prevailing sentiment 
the next few days will disclose. In the 
meantime, it is certain that from President 
Wilson on down the tenden@¢y is to speed 
down rather than speed up the legislative 
machine as it touches basic/ legislation.

* TO DOOR OF ONSUMER 


By Parcel Post Postmaster 
General Burleson Will Cut 
| Living Cost. 


Washington, March 22.-—Preliminary 
steps were taken by the postoffice 
department today to perfect its plan 
for reducing the cost of living by 
having the parcel post carry farm 
products direct to the door of con- 
sumer. Ten- cities were selected to 
begin the work of establishing direct 
connection between producer and con- 
Sumer, Postmaster General Burleson 
already having issued an order per- 
mitting the use of crates and boxes 
for butter, eggs, poultry, vegetables 
and fruit shipped by parcel post. 

Orders today went to the postmas- 
ters at Boston, Atlanta, St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Baltimore, Detroit, La 
Crosse, Wis.; Lynn, Mass.; Rock 
Island, Ill, and Washington, direct- 
ing them “to receive the names of 
persons who are willing to supply 
farm produce in retail quantities by 
parcel post.” Printed lists of these 
names will be distributed among town 
and city patrons. 

In Touch With Farmer. 

“By the use of the lists,” said First 
Assistant Postmaster General Roper 
today, “the city consumer can get in 
touch with a farmer who will fill his 
weekly orders for farm produce. The 
consumer will receive the product 
fresh from the country, and the per- 
gonal relationship established no doubt 
will tend to improve thé quality. The 
farmer will be relieved of carryin 
his produce to market, as the rura 
carrier will make daily collections at 
the farmer’s own door of the retail 
shipments to city consumers. 

“The point has been raised that 
difficulty will be experienced in the 
return of hampers and other contain- 
ers. This problem does not appear to 
me to he difficult, as the farmer may 
use inexpensive hampers whose value 
would not warrant their return, or he 
tiny use the higher grade hampers for 
Which he may include an additional 
charge to be credited to the consumer 
on the return of the hamper by parcel 
post.” 

The One Thing Necessary. 

“The postmaster general is con- 
vVinceed that this plan is the one thing 
necessary to enable the people of this 
country to enjoy the potential benefits 
of the parcel post. No one ever has 
questioned the possibility of reducing 
the cost of living hy establishing di- 
rect relations between the ultimate 
consumer and the original producer. 
A complete means for  suen direct 
transportation was’ provided for the 
first time by the establishment of the 
domestic parcel post, but there has 
been lacking an agency by means of 
which the individual producer could 
get in touch with the individual con- 
sumer. 

“The postmaster general's plan is 
designated to provide this agency for 
the most economical distribution of 
those products which are consigned in 
the form and condition in which they 
are produced,”

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False Rumor Accused 
Teacher of Killing 
Young Pupil in Well 


Thomasville, Ga., March 22.—(Spe-

SOME TRAGIC FEATURES 
MARK WELLESLEY FIRE 


Wellesley, Mass.. Marah 22.—Someé 
tragic features of the fire that con- 
sumed College hall last Tuesday be- 
came known today when it was an- 
nounced that the fruits of years of 
special research work in science, which 
had attracted international attention, 
had been destroyed.

SHOW LARGE INCREASE

Washington, March -—Farm labor- 
ers’ wages have increased more rapidly 
than those of the city workman in the 
last twenty years, a department of 
agriculture investigation has 
During the past year, the pay 
farm hand increased 2% per cent; the 
increase has been 11 per cent in the 
last four years, and 36 per cent since 
1902. 

Results of the inquiry, made public 
today, dealt particularly with the 
United States, but in most other coun- 
tries, also, farm wages increased rapid- 
ly. The investigation discovered that 
while wages went up about 37 per cent 
from 1900 to 1910, farm land values 
nearly doubled in that decade, showing. 
they suy, that in the “distribution of 
the proceeds from farming operations, 
a larger proportion now goes to capi- 
tal account and less to labor account 
than formerly.” 

The wide difference in wage rates in 
various parts of the country, the re- 
port pointed out, is gradually lessen- 
ing. although there is still consider- 
able variance.

Washington, March 22.—AlHhough 
full reports of the conference at Vera 
Cruz between John Lind and Senor 
Portillo y Rajas, minister of foreign 
affairs, in the Huerta cabinet, have 
been received here, the disposition of 
the American government is to make 
no Ghange in its Mexican policy or ex- 
press itself on any of the new propos- 
als reported to have been made until 
afters the ‘battle of Torreon is fought. 

This became Known tonight authori- 
tatively, though officials declined to 
say what new proposals had been made 
iby the Mexican cabinet officer. 

Reports that a more friendly feeling 

prevails between the Washington gov- 
ernment and those of the Huerta ad- 
ministration seeking a peaceful settle- 
ment of the difficulty are borne out 
by dispatches received here by Charge 
Algara, of the Mexican embassy, who 
today said President Wilson's attitude 
in taba wong 3 a resumption of peace 
negotiations had made a favorable im- 
pression in the Mexican capital. . 
_ One of the purposes of the visit of 
Senor Portillo y Rojas to Mr. Lind, it 
is said, was to acquaint the latter with 
his personality. President Wilson re- 
cently spoke in complimentary terms 
of the Mexican cabinet officer. Charge 
Algara has pointed out that while 
Senor Portillo is a member of the cler- 
ical party he is liberal in his views. 
Constitutionalists here have said, how- 
ever, that while they thought highly 
of Senor Portillo y Rojas personally, 
his affiliations with the clerical partv 
would prevent his being accepted by 
General Carranza aS provisional suc- 
cessor to Huerta. 

American administration officials 
here do not think much can be accom- 
plished until the battle of Torreon is 
over. The prestige and strength of 
one or the other of the two Mexican 
factions admittedly will suffer as a 
result of the contest, and the moral 
effect throughout Mexico, it is believed 
here, will be tremendous. The pres- 
ence in Vera Cruz of Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessy merely is a result of his ill 
health, according to state department 
announcements. Secretary Bryan de- 
nied a published report that O’Shaugh- 
nesSy wanted to resign. He said he 
had heard nothing of it, and did not 
believe it. 

The secretary made no comment on 
Senor Portillo's suggestion that Mr. 
Lind take a trip through territory con- 
trolled by the Mexican federals. 


SMALL REBEL GARRISON 
EXECUTED BY FEDERALS 


Eagle Pass, Texas, March 2.---Mexi- 
can federal troops which several days 
ago evacuated Las Vacas, opposite Del 
hio, Texas, returned today and reoccu- 
pled the village after exterminating 
the constitutionalist garrison of four- 
teen men and either killing or taking 
prisoners the half a dozen ctivilians 
who moved into the town. when the 
rebels took possession of it. 

The bodies of nine of the men killed 
were fhanged from trees on the bank of 
the Rio Grande in plain view of resi- 
dents on the American side of the 
river. 

Late today several hundred constitu- 
tionalists were reported moving on 
Las Vacas, and a battle is expected 
tomorrow. The strength of the fed- 
eral force now at Las Vacas is not 
known. 

The attack today was 2 complete 
surprise and, coming just at dawn, 
found the little settlement totally un- 
prepared for defense. Three days 
azo the federals moved to San Carlon, 
25 miles inland, on approach of a body 
of rebels, which occupied Las Vaecas 
andleftonly fourteen men as a garri- 
son. The federals this morning sur- 
rounded the place, exterminated the 
garrison, killed several citizens 
eaptured others. 


HUERTA GENERAL TAKEN 
IN DISGUISE OF PEON 


Amarilla,.Texas, March 22.—A man 
disguised as a Mexican peon detained 
here Friday night by an immigration 
inspector has been identified as Gen- 
eral Blas Orpinal, one of the Mexican 
federal commanders who fled into the 
United States from Oljinaga.
